Boeing Plans 
Mars Probe

j SEATTLE. — 
ETAILED research on the 
possibility of sending an 
unmanned reconnaissance ve- 
hicle from earth to Mars — 
a “Martian probe” similar te 
the current American series 
of tunar probes — is now 
being undertaken by the Boe- 
ing Airplane Company. 
Boeing says the necessary 
vehicle would be disc-shaped, 
looking rather like a giant 
bicycle wheel 12 metres in 
diameter and weighing near- 
ly 300 kg. although a smaller 
vehicle could weigh as little 


as 12 kg. and still perform 
the same function efficiently. 


The vehicle could de 
launched by rocket, although 
an earlier and more ambitious 
plan proposed the use of «a 
manned satellite orbiting 
round the earth at a height 
of about 650 km. as the as- 
sembly and launching point 
for the vehicle. 


The vehicle would take 
three years for the journey 
to Mars and back. including 


period spent or>iting that 
planet at an altitude of about 


13,0080 Km. The vehicle would 
observe the plenet by means 
of a large tracking telescope, 
scanned bs V. 


Other instkuments on the 
vehicle. would, include cosmic 
ray counters Radio altimeters.
